Washington, July 31.— The govern- 
ment has decided to acquire a square 
la this city, between Eighteenth Uld 
Nineteenth and E and F streets. Just 
west of the state, war and navy build- 
ing, as a site for the proposed hall of 
records for government archives. Con- 
gress appropriated $400,000 for the 
yorchase of the land and the secretary 
■of the treasury has agreed to ray an 
aggregate of |300,000 or 2 1-10 times 
the assessed TalvaUon for the prop- 
«ijty.

On Being Cross-Exsmlned By the D» 
fense He Was Not Confused In 
His Testinriony — Mr. Combs 
Is a New Witness. 

Cynthlana, Ky., July 31. — In the 
trial of the cases of the Kentucky 
feudists court opened, at 8:30 Thurs- 
day morning. 8. S. Taulbee, county 
clerk of Breathitt county, was placed 
on the stand and teatlfled that he was 
standing on the comer by Hargls' 
store, looking toward the courthouse 
and saw J. B. Marcum and B. Ewen 
standing In the door of the courthouse. 
He waa not looking at them at the 
time, but at the first shot he saw Bw- 
en look back Into the ball and then 
run. He did not see any one on the 
street, where Jett claimed to be, but 
Eaw him soon after. He was sure he 
was not on the street at the time of 
the shooting or he would have seen 
him. He waa passed up for cross-ex- 
amination, being examined by Judge 
Black, who could not shai<e his testi- 
mony. 

Wnf. M. Combs was then placed on 
the stand and testified that he knew 
Marcum; was In Black's office and 
heard the first shot and looked out of 

the window and saw Marcum falllnp. 
He came out on the street and saw 
Jett come outside tbe door of the 
courthouse, his attention being called 
by Joe Patrick. Saw Jett afterwards 
go toward the jail. He was cross-ex- 
amined by Black, but could not be con- 
fused. 

The next witness called was Ho/e- 
kiah Combs, who is a new witness In- 
troduced by the prosecution. He made 
a atrong wltneaa tm the prosecution, 
testifying that he saw Joha Neble. 
Curt Jett and Tom White together a 
' short timp l»eff)re tlif nhootlnjj. He 
engaged in a short convc'reation with 
Noble; saw White beckon Jett and 
they went toward the side door of the 
courthouse. He went on down the 
street and in a fCw mlnut(>e beard a 
shot and some one cry, "Oh, Lordy." 
He lookml back and saw Ewen run, 
looking back as he ran. On beiqg 
cross-examined, he was not confused 
in his testimony. 

Barney Sehlff, a ginseng pedler 
whose home is at Charleston, W. Va., 
testified during the afternoon session 
that he had seen Curtis Jftt go into 
tbe courthouse a few minutes before 
the killing of Marcum and came out 
immediately after the firing of the two 
shots. He was vigorously cross-exam- 
ined. He is badly srarf^d and is in the 
protection of the soldiers across the 
river. Court adjourned at 4:40 p. m. 
until Friday at 8 a. m. 

THB ESCAPED CONVICTS. 



It la Now Thought That Some of Them

PlacervlUe, Cal., July 81.— .Although

King ang Queen Inspecting Wllg and 
Picturesque Regions. 

Oalway, July 81.— King Edward and 
Queen Alexandra eontlBtted by motor 

Thursday their Inspection of some of 
the wildest and most picturesque re- 
gions of Ireland.

In replying, said 
he had already inspected some of the 
cottage industries and he wished to 
assure the inhabitants that he was 
equally pleased with the spirit ot In- 
diif trial activity and the warm, hearty 
welcorrK' of tlio people, which he and 
the (pieon both would long remember. 

The hearty tone of his majesty's 
speech was received with every evi- 
dence of apprciation. 

The royal party drove off in motors 
through the beautiful lake and moun- 
tain country, everywhere greeted roy- 
ally by the inhabitants, many of whom 
journeyed leagues across the moun- 
tains to catch a sight of them. 

The motor Journey ended at Recess, 
where the party liad luncheon. The 
town was decorated and the hotel was 
surrounded by a guard of honor of 
"Connemara cavalry," peasants from 
the surrounding country astride of sad- 
dleless mountain ponies and wearing 
"Jerry" hats decorated with tli-Color 
ribbons and green rosettes. 

Their majesties took a train for Gal- 
way and arrived here late in the aft- 
ernoon. They met with an eathust* 
astlc reception.

Several Arrests Were Made and One 
of the Officers Was Stabbed 
With » Hat Pin. 



One of the Opponents of Mr. Wash- 
ington Was Severely Cut With a 
Razor and Waa Taken to the 
HoepltaJ Per Repairs. 

Boston, July 81. — An attempt on the 
part of half a dozen Negroes who are 
opposed to Booker T. Washington, 
president of Tuskogee institute, to ask 
Questions at a meeting which he was 
addressing Thursday night at the Zion 
church, almost resulted In a riot and 
25 policemen were QglM tS «Mtt ttS 
disturbance. 

Sereral arrests were made, one po- 
liceman waa stabbed with a hat pin, 
while a man. said to be one of those 

oppopod to Mr. Washington, was cut 
several times with a raxor and was ta- 
ken to a hospital. After the arrests 
Mr. Washington was allowed to pro- 
ceed and spoke for nearly two hours. 

Both factions at the close of the 
meeting Issued statements. Mr. Wash* 
Ington .said in his statement that the 
Negroes of Hoston should not be held 
respon.«ible for a few riotous individ- 
uals, while Wm. Munroe Trotter, one 
of thoae who was arreated, said that 
the cause of the rioting wss the ruling 
of the chairman, Mr. Lewis, In order- 
ing the arrest and ejection of any per- 
son who hissed or manifested any ob- 
jection to the speaker of the evening. 

It is said that tbe disturbance was 
pre-arranged. After the meeting Trot* 
tor and his friends admitted that they 
went there with the Idea of asking Mr. 
Washington a niimber of (lucstions and 
to resent any attack that might be 
made on the New England represen- 
tatlTCf to the recent Afro-American 
council at Louisville. 

The meeting was held nnder the au- 
spices of the Colored Diisiness Men's 
association of Hoston, and Wni. H. 
Lewis, a United States assistant dis- 
trict attor ney, presided.

"Organized labor," he told the furni- 
ture associaiion at New York on Monday, 
"ia layioK claim to rights of sovereignty 
that havrt not often been exercised by 
the most despotic Kovernmnnts. Its en- 
tire warfare ia being conducted to compel 
tbe country to acknowletJge tliHt no man 
shall work and no industry be operated 
without its consent." 

That is one of those half truths that 
are more dangerous to the public peace 
than could be any number of whole lies. 
Such ntteranoes both deceive frinde and 
enrage oppooeata. 

That ihtn ate men in labor organisa- 
tions whose purposes are those described 
by Parry may be admitted. So there are 
rrasy inventors whose main object in 
building flying maehines is to hivade the 
moon. Bat to attack all labor organisa- 
tions, and to denounce the whole idea 
of labor orgaaisatioa, beoaoie of tbe 
Debses, is as iooliih as to damaBd the 
repeal of the patent lawi baoawt of eniy 
inventors. 

Such men as Oeorie F. Baer and David 
M. Parry, with their wild denunciation 
of everything and everyliody that they 
personally dislike, do more to threaten 
tbe peace of the nation and bring on so- 
cialism than all the labor agitators that 
ever raved. The ignorance and the stu- 
pidity with which tbcy defepd the rights 
of property go far to convince thousands 
that there mav be, after all, aomettiing 
in the socialisno theory thai pioparty is 
robbery. 

The labor agitator who advocates vio- 
lence ia soon detected and muzzled. The 
capitalistic agitator who advocates vio- 
lence should be mazaled with equal 
promptneao, for he, too. ia aoolety's dan- 
gerous foe.
